On No. « target a squad or men
got In aDunch before it and hred away, sometimes
two or tnree, In rapid succession alter one
another, so that If the first or them had hit the
target and the marker gone to record the shot
this unfortunate might instantly have been tailed.
It was in this way that Karton was hit a few days
Mo. The officers, together with General I)akln,
who was on the field In uniform, might have been
more prompt than they were in putting a stop to
these irregularities, as well as in preventing the
men from using the range posts for resting their
rifles on.

Institutions for the Care of tike Deaf,
Dumb, Blind and Feeble Minded To
Be Erected.Interesting Statistics.
The Commissioners appointed In pursuance of an

act of the Legislature of New Jersey to provide
suitable sites lor tlie erection thereon of buildings
Tor the care ol the deaf and dumb, the blind and
feeble minded of the State, have just advertised
for proposals for the same, as follows:.A site containingnot less than twenty acres for the dear
and dumb; one containing not less than live acres
for the blind, and one containing not less than
flity «cres lor the feeble minded. All tne situs

capable of complete drainage, and of securing
thereon an abundant supply of sweet, soft water,
T.ie proposals must state the lowest price per acre
it will be furnished to the State, giving to the
state an option to purchase it at the price named
at any time before the 1st of April, 1875. All proposalsmust be directed to the Chairman, C. D.
i>esliier, New Brunswick, N. J.

In relation to this latest example of the progress
of the age m New Jersey the following imormatiou
will be toond interesting:.
On the aid of April, 1873, Governor Parker, of

New Jersey, in accordance with a legislative act
approved on March 11, of the s<tme year, appointed
Messrs. Charles L>. Deshier, Jeremiah Baker, WilliamS. Yard, Charles l>. Heudrickson, Ralph H.
Gowdy and Kluriuge Mix as Commissioners to
examine into the condition and ascertain the
nnmber or the deaf and dumb, blind anu teeble
minded persons, inhabitants oi the State, and also
to report as to the leaslbllity of building an asylum

lng these commissioners submitted a report settinglor; h in detail the condition and number or
the uniortunates alluded to, from which is gleaned
the lolloping important statistics:.
The wnole number of (leaf and dumb persons Is

not less ttian duo, that of ttie blind not lefts than
600, and mat 01 the feeble minded exceeds 1,000.
To provide asylums lor the care and custody of

their whole number, without regard to age or
capability lor improvement, the estimated cost of
the grounds and buildings would be as loilows:.
For 8HI dent' mill dumb $400,000
for iOj bdnd floti.i 00
For 1.4W0 feeblo minded tsOi».iAD
The Commissioners believe that the more effectiveplan to be pursued would be to provide for

tliose only who are within the educabie ages,
and estimate the cost lor institutions lor liiis class
ol persons to be as follows:.
For the deaf and duuib $160,000
For trie blind 200,UOO 1

For tho tueble minded ;s*o,l0J
The report mrther 9tates that the cost of each

could ue reduced below the sums stated by re-
ducing tne quantity of the grouuds attached and
the quality oi the buildings ana equipments; but
the Commissioners consider it a settled lact, that
with the exercise of the utmost frugality and even
parsimony it will not be possible to provide instl-
tutions of an interior grade even, adequate lor the
care of the uniortunates for less than $500 per
pupil or a total 01 $340,000. Prom a comparison
with data furnished lrom other States, it is believedthat the cost of maintenance would not
exceed $M) per capita for first class institutions.
On the supposition that the whole number within
educaoic ages availed themselves or the benefit of
the proposed institutions the cost then would be
for:.

or a total of $175,000 for 700 defectives, oeing
$138,400 more than the mate is now paying yearly
lor toe cure oi 121 in the institutions 01 other
States, it 19 not probable, however, that for
years to come more than one-half or ttie educable
deiectives can be gathered into the mstitattoni
when provided; In winch event the annual cost of
their education and maintenance wtil bot exceed
$87, 500 ior 860 ueuetKianes, against $36,ui0 now
expended for 121.

THE INLAND SEA IH ALGERIA.
At tbc ast sitting of the Academy of Sciences

in Farts, M. de Lesseps stated that Captain
Koadaire, who had lately sent in a com-

muuir&uon to the Academy or sciences on tbe
formation or an inland sea in Algeria, bad returned
to Paris In consequence or a mission Intrusted to
him in the provinces, and that tie thanked tbe
Academy (or the interest it bad evinced in tbe
matter. M. de Lesseps added that on tbe war

budget being presented a sum or '26.000 francs
would be applied :or to cover the expenses of the
definite survey of the basin lormerly called Lake
Triton, south of Algeria. The engineers intrusted
with tbe operation of cutting through the isthmus
or Uabes will then start lrom Biscara, with the aid,
not only of the Governor General of Algeria,
1>ji also of the Bey of Tunis, equally interested
Jn the success of the enterprise, and to whom,
moreover, belongs ufie ground through which tne
canal is to be cut. The Prime Minister of the Bey
ol iunls, General Kerredine, is strongly in lavor of
the plan, which win be equally protltabie to Tnni9
wit is to Algeria, both countries having an equal
share ol coast ol the new sea.
So far M. de Lessep'a statement; but at tbe very

same sitting a paper was received from M. eta.
llouvvet which, at the hrst blush at least, seems
very likely to dash the hopes of the enterprising
projectors. The writer coolly observes that the
Mediterranean may of course be tapped aa they
propose, and an immense inland sea iormed, i<ut
that a vast surface of evaporation will thus be exposedto the sun's rays, aii'i thut as the loss of
water by this action can only be replaced by the
sea through the canal, tbe end oi the whole operationwin L»e the formation of a thick crust or salt
at the bottom, whereby all navigation will be
stooped in a short time, and millions will have
been spent to create a gigantic salt pit and nothingmore!
